sponse to an inquiry as to whether he intend­ 
ed to speak, and if so on what subject, Sen­ 
ator Ingalls had jestingly stated that ho 
would take the floor and exercise the prowl 
privilege 
of 
every American 
citizen of 
aspiring to the presidency, 
Ingalls had with­ 
drawn from the chamber and Blatt was in 
the chair. 
It was 2 p. m. before the dependent pen­ 
sio ns bill, which was to be Ingalls* opportun 
i- 
tv, was reached, and a half hour s debate car­ 
ried o n by Aldrich, Berry, Manderson, Reck 
and others intervened previous to Ingalls tak ­ 
ing the floor, and the crowd in the galleries 
was by this time almo st unprecedented, the 
floor of the senate also being thronged with 
members of the house w ho desired to hear 
the Kansasstatesman. 
Ingalls asked that the pending amendment 
be read. 
The amendment grants a jx'tision 
to veterans who are dependent, or in any 
way incapacitated. 
Ingalls said that consid­ 
erations of decorum had deterred him from 
participation in debate heretofore, as per­ 
haps in Vw*t 1er keeping with las position of 
presiding officer.

1440 to MHO. 
They were marvels of 
¿ suppleness, lig htness and eleg ance. 
The 
iron shell was modeled on the hotly Ik1- 
neath il and followed every movement 
of the torso and limbs, protecting with­ 
out confining them; the steel envelope 
had become individual and was, like hose 
and jerkin, made for its wearer, instead 
of the clumsy g reaves of the Fourteenth 
century , made to tit any man. 
In these leg pieces, carefully articu­ 
lated at the thig h and above the knee, 
jtersomd |Mvuliaritie» s appear- leg s slig htly 
bowed and more or dess heavily muscled 
at the calf: in the flex ible corselet the 
body 
enjoy ed 
comparative 
freedom; 
under the urmet or round helmet the 
head turned easily ; tho pointed toes of 
the sollerets could 
1)0 unfastened in 
a moment if the knig ht was oblig ed to 
dismount; the g auntlets were as supple 
as silk g loves, and tho weig ht of the 
whole armor, comjx iscd o f very thin 
plates of well tempered at reel, was so 
carefully di-tributed that it api>oared 
comparativeh lig ht. 
This armor, molded 
on the forms of the Ix x ly beneath it. co m­ 
posed of polished steel, was tiie ‘‘white 
harness” so often mentioned by tho 
c hroniclers. In France it was worn with­ 
out ornament, but the Italians decorated 
it with lions heads and antique masks; a 
little later the armorers of Nuremberg , 
then very popular in France, introduced 
fluted steel 
it was strong er, not heavier, 
and offered more resistance to laneo 
thrusts than the smooth metal. 
Many 
beautiful specimens remain of this Max i­ 
milian armor, as it was called. 
No further prog ress was possible; com­ 
parative lig htness, resistance, 
conven­ 
ience an-1 eleg ance of form had Wen at­ 
tained. 
After this time the shape of 
helmet and corselet was varied according 
to individual caprice or the latest fashion, 
and the steel was g ilded and ornamented; 
but armor, having attained its complete 
development, steadily declined. — Scrib­ 
ner's Mag azine. 


A M ex ican K itch en . 
A ty pical Mex ican kitchen has neither 
stove,* table, chair nor cupboard, the 
dean swept clay ih » o r, an a<n be sh elf 
ag ainst the wall and a ie\v hunks and 
peg s answering every purpo se. In th e 
houses o f th e rich an adobe range is built 
into tho wall, which is really a long , nar­ 
row box . made of sun baked clay and 
partitioned otT into little compartments, 
within each of which a handful of char­ 
coal may bo consumed. 
The middle 
classes me a big clay jar or pot, in lieu of 
a rang e, in which charcoal is also burned, 
while the poor have * ‘all outdoors” for 
a kitchen, and build their tiny fire of 
sticks wherever it is most convenient. 
The cooking utensils are seldom of 
iron, because here that metal is very 
scarce and dear, but earthen pots are al­ 
most universally used, instead of the ket­ 
tles and fry ing pans to which northern 
housekeepers are accustomed. 
It seems 
incredible that a dinner of several courses 
can be prepared over a charcoal pot not 
much larg er than a peck measure, the 
various edibles all cooked in smaller pots 
set within it.—Philadelphia Record.

A l loor Walker’* Mistake. 
The other day two pretty y oung ladies, 
both daintily dressed, entered one of our 
larg e dry g oods establishments, took the 
elevator to the second floor and the fur 
department. 
Here a careful ex amination 
of costly furs resulted in tin* selection of 
a sealskin dolman. 
One of the ladies 
opened her purse. 
At that moment the 
floor walker step|» ed up, 
He was ex cited 
anti spoke harshly . 
“ Put that dolman 
away , William,” lie said; “ and y o u,” 
turning to the purchasers, “ leave this 
store at o nce.” Astonished and terrified, 
t hey stared helplessly at the man. “ Gome, 
g et. out, 1 tell y o u," he continued, “ or 
I'll have y ou *lK>uneed’ in short order." 
The ladies were thoug ht to be “ pricers." 
A detective and several salesmen assisted 
in their removal to the street. 
That this 
was a ease of mistaken identify beenne1 
painfully apparent to the startled Arm a 
few day s later. 
» Suit was broug ht and 
$ 5.000 was required to settle, in order to 
keep the case out of the papers. It trans- 
pi re« I that the ladies were the daug hters 
of wealthy residents of the eitv. 
The in­ 
cident serves to show to w hat leng ths 
g reat firms g o to detect ihese “ pricers.*’ 
The term “ pricer” needs ex planation. 
Some of the most successful houses in 
Philadelphia and New York keep a small 
book entitle« 1: 
“ Purchasing account.” 
The pag es of this brass bound little vol­ 
ume are scanned only by members of the 
firm and by the confidential clerk, who 
has ex clusive control of this interesting 
bit of trade policy . 
At the close of the 
season the amounts which “ balance” run 
nearly into six fig ures. 
These represent 
disbursements ft* purchasing , for sala­ 
ries, carriag e hire, luncheons, messeng er 
service and incidental.*, and show credit« 
for g oods purchased from rival houses, 
rang ing from lace-, g loves, hosiery , silks 
and satins to im not ted costumes, furs, 
mantles, bric-a-brac, art 
embroideries, 
bronzes and other costly articles. 
Nome of the names of ladies which ap- 
l>ear on these pag es opposite heavy pur­ 
chases also appear prominently in the 
social world. 
Tho competition between 
big 1 anises is so keen that the only way 
each can keep even with the other is to 
employ professional people to g o from 
one to tho other and inquire prices and 
compare g oods. 
For obvious reasons the 
mission of these people is secret, while 
their appearance must lie unex ception­ 
able.
